No single fact that 
is advanced for the support and 
comfort of the faith, however, is 
of more practical value and inter- 
est than is the fact of the poverty 
of the critic. Almost two thousand 
years of culture and learning have 
passed since the manuscripts of 
the Bible were completed. Some 
four thousands years have gone 
by since the record was first be- 
gun. In those multiplied centuries 
the wisdom of man has increased 
to an astounding degree. Yet when 
men today draw upon that vast 
body of new knowledge for help 
in their criticism of the Scripture, 
they receive cold comfort indeed. 

We have frequently pondered 
upon the interesting fact’ that 
after these centuries of criticism 
and study, the enemy of the Bible 
is restricted to not more than five 
or six pseudo-scientific arguments 
against its integrity. We frequent- 
ly hear the critics say that there 
are scores of scientific errors in 
the Bible. When challenged to enu- 
merate a few of these scores, they 
invariably name, at the most, five 
or six possible errors. Upon in-

-|name of Jesus Christ that we are 


saved. He paid our debt, He inter-

It is in the name of Jesus that 
we have been baptized. You see,

vestigation even these fade away 
and leave the Bible utterly un- 
challenged in its claim to inspira- 
tion. Over and over, these five or- 
six objections are reiterated, and 
they are the sole stock in trade 
of the infidel. These stock objec- 
tions will be the subject of the 
ensuing chapters. In this section 
of our writings, we shall show be- 
yond question that these so-called 
weaknesses of the Bible constitute 
one of its strongest features. 


Among these few available argu- 
ments that are offered against the 
doctrine of the scientific accuracy 
of the Bible, the one most fre- 
quently advanced by the superfic- 
ial critic is the modern objection 
to the story of Jonah and the 
whale. Cheap witticism has labeled 
this account, “the greatest fish 
story in history.” Many men who 
have never studied the narrative 
claim that it is the most outstand- 
ing weakness of the entire Bible. 
Infidelity has long laughted at 
this strange record, has derided its 
accuracy and questioned its prob- 
ability, but has never disproved 
the historicity of the affair. Un- 
daunted by the light laughter of 
empty objections, the man of in- 
telligence proceeds to investigate 
and find the truth of the matter 
by research. 


The book of Jonah consists of 
four chapters, with a total number 
of only forty-eight verses. It can 
be read easily in less than five 
minutes by the average reader. 
Yet in many parts of America we 
have asked audiences how many 
of them have read this short book 
through at one sitting. One never 
finds that more than ten per cent 
of any crowd has ever done sot 
The most widely-discussed book in 
the Bible, and not ten per cent 
of the Christian populace ever in- 
vested five minutes to see what 
the argument was about! 


The entire book of Jonah would 
be accepted even by the modern 
critics, if we would expurgate two 
verses from its contents. The rest 
of the book is admittedly a valu- 
able historic document, were it 
not “ruined” by the introduction 
of these two verses. The first of 
these disputed passages.is.the last 
verse of the first chapter, and the 
other one is the last verse of the 
second chapter. 


The reader will recall how the 
first chapter of the book of Jonah 
recounts the fact that God’s wrath 
was kindled against Nineveh, be- 
cause of its outstanding sin. God, 
Who is ever gracious and Slow to 
anger, sent a message to the pro

The great commission of our Lord reads as follows: 


“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them} 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I} 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even

have commanded you: 


unto the end of the world. Amen.” —Matt. 28: 19, 20. 


Christ commanded His disciples 
to tarry in Jerusalem until they 
were endued with power and then 
they were to carry out His com- 
mission. 


They obeyed Christ. They tar- 
ried ten days and then came the 
of Pentecost. All who were 
together in one place were filled 
with the Holy Spirit. The multi- 
tudes came together. The Apostle 
Peter preached. Conviction seized 
the hearts of men and women and 
they cried out saying, “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” 


Peter answered, “Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you in 
the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall ré- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost 
(Acts 2:38). 


They received the word of Peter. 
They turned unto Christ and that 
day three thousand were saved 
and baptized. 

The book of the Acts gives the 
record of the work of the early 
Christians as they carried out the 
Lord’s command. Many whose 
works sare given saw Christ, walk- 
ed with Him, were taught by Him, 
and heard Him speak the great 
commission. Therefore, it will do 
us much good to study. the seven 
accounts of salvation and baptism 
‘as recorded in this book. In this 
message I am especially concerned 
with emphasizing the matter of 
-haptism. But, in so doing, we will 
have ample opportunity to empha- 


size the doctrine of salvation. 


The first account is in Acts 2. 

This is the story of the hap- 
penings of Pentecost. The mess- 
age of Christ, crucified, and risen, 
was delivered to the multitude. On 
that day three thousand received 
Christ and followed the Lord in 
baptism. 


The second account is found in 
Acts 8:26-40. 

This is the story of Philip going 
into the desert and preaching un- 
to the Ethiopian eunuch. The 
eunuch was reading from Isaiah 53 
when Philip came and attached 
himself to his chariot. We ge 
that Philip opened his mouth an 
began at the same Scripture and 
preached unto him Jesus. The man 
received Christ as Saviour and 
desired baptism. He said, “See, 
here is water; what doth hinder 


me to be baptized?’ And Philip} 


said: 


“If thou -believest with all thine} 


heart, thou mayest. And he ans- 
wered and. said, I believe that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God.” 


The eunuch commanded the 
chariot to stand still and Philip 
and the eunuch went down, both 
into the water, and Philip bap- 
tized him. 


The third account is in Acts 9: 
17,18. 

It tells us of Saul of Tarsus 
who met Christ on the road to 
Damascus and received Him as 
Saviour. He went into the city 
of Damascus, blind. A man named 
Ananias was sent to him, that he 
might receive his sight. and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. When 
Ananias put his hands upon him, 
his sight was restored and he a- 
rose and followed Christ in believ- 
er’s baptism. 


The fourth account is in Acts 
10:47,48 

Peter was sent to preach at the 
house of a Gentile named Cornel- 
ius. The theme of his message 
was: “To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him shall 
receive remission of sins.” 

Conviction seized the hearts of 
people. They believed on -. Christ, 
and Peter said: “Can any man for- 
bid: water, that these -should not 
be baptized, which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as we?”’ 

Peter commanded that they be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 
It is evident that they were. 

The fifth account is found in 
Acts 16:14,15. 

Paul was sent by the Spirit to 
Philippi, where he went to the 
riverside to a prayer meeting. He 
testified of the Lord and a woman 
named Lydia opened her heart 
and received Christ. Not only was 
this outstanding woman saved, but 
also members of her household. It 
is recorded, ‘‘And when she was 
baptized .. .”” Salvation, then bap- 
tism. 


The sixth account is in the same 


chapter. 
Paul and Silas were in the 
Philippian jail. They sang and 
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Dr. Lee Roberson 


prayed at midnight. The earth- 
quake came and shook the prison. 
All of the prisoners were loosed. 
The jailer sprang in and fell down 
before- Paul and Silas and said: 
“Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” 

They answered: “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house.” 

The jailer was saved and also 
his household. ‘‘And he took them 
the same hour of the night and, 
washed their stripes; and was 
baptized, he and all his, straight- 
way.” 


“The seventh account is in Acts 
19:1-5. 

Paul returned to Ephesus and 
found there certain disciples who 
had not received the full message 
of salvation in Christ. They had 
been baptized with John’s baptism 
of repentance, but had not re- 
ceived Jesus Christ as Saviour, 
and had not been baptized in His 
name. Paul told these people: 
“John verily baptized with the 
baptism of repentence, saying un- 
to the people, that they should. 
believe on him which should come 
after him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus.” 
They believed and they were bap- 
tized. 

These are seven specific  ac- 
counts of salvation and baptism. 
The following information comes 
to us as we study these portions of 
the Word. 


I. Who Was Baptized? 


Believers were baptized. This 
was true in every account. 

For example, the people in 
Ephesus who had received the 
baptism of John had not believed 
on Jesus Christ. They very plainly 
testified of this. They had not re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit, therefore, 
they had not been saved. Paul 
gave them a message of Christ. 
They received the message and they 
were baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus. 


In every Scriptural account we 
notice that believers were bap- 
tized, not infants. There is not 
one single Scripture in the Bible 
that authorizes the baptism of in- 
fants. New Testament baptism is 
for believers only. A strong de- 
fender of infant baptism has given 
the following statement: 


“If some intelligent being from 


Bible with the request to tell us 
what he found, he would learn 
of the general doctrines and some 
of the practices of the Christian 
religion with out any other aid. 
He would find the Lord’s Supper, 
the organization of the church 
with elders and deacons, and adult 
baptism. But it is safe to say he 
would never get it into his head 
that little children should be bap- 
tized. He would not find infant 
baptism in the Bible because it 
is not there, and cannot be gotten 
out of the Bible.” 


This statement was made by one 


baptism or infant sprinkling. 


Perhaps I should make it’ plain 
that by infants we mean those 
who have not reached the age of 
accountability. We are quite sure 
that among the ones who were 
‘saved -in the. book of the Acts

Jacob Went Back to Bethel 


Jacob, fleeing from his brother 
Esau, met God at Bethel. Asleep 
with his head on a pillow of stone, 
Jacob in a dream saw a ladder 
reaching to Heaven and angels of 
God ascending and descending. He 
arose and said, “Surely the Lord 
is in this place; 
not” (Gen. 28:16). So he vowed 
that if God would be with him 
and feed him and clothe him, and 
bring him to his father’s house in 
peace, then the Lord should be his 
God, and that he would surely give 
God a tenth of all his income 
(Gen. 28:20-22). 

In the next score of years, Jacob 
had his ups and downs; he gained 
property and grew a great family; 
but one of his wives, at least, 
worshipped idols, and his daughter 
Dinah was ruined by young prince 
Shechem, and two of his sons in 
murderous rage assassinated the 
entire male population of a city.

GOD’S VENTILATING SYSTEM 


We have seen that nitrogen is 
made available by small plants. 
Plants and animals need this gas 
jn order to build protein, an es- 
Bential substance present in the 
tissues and organs of all living 
things. Corn, wheat, oats and all 
other common crops remove great 
puantities of this element from 
the soil. This may be replaced, of 
course, by artificial fertilizers 
containing nitrogen in the form 
of certain chemical compounds 
with potassium, sodium, and am- 
monia., 

The method by which the nitro- 
gen in the air may be seized upon 
and appropriated by nature is ex- 
ceedingly interesting. Certain 
common leguminous plants, such 
aS beans, peas, clover and alfalfa 
have attached to their roots cer- 
tain round structures known as 
nodules which contain types of 
bacteria able to convert the inert 
nitrogen of the air into useful ni- 
trogen compounds. Some of these 
@re absorbed by the plants and 


the remainder are left in the soil.

Was it 
accident which placed them in the 
ground? 

The action of lightning is an- 
other means of fixing atmospherie 
nitrogen. During a thunderstorm, 
small amounts of nitrogen and 
oxygen are caused to combine, 
forming compounds that are dis- 
solved by rain water and carried 
down to the ground. 


The feature which arrests our 
attention is the ingenious way in 
which this necessary element is 
made available for plants, and 
then for animals and humans. 
Without it life would not be pos- 
sible, but while free in vast quan- 
tities, it must be captured in a 
very special manner. The plan we 
have so briefly diseussed is ad- 
mirable in every way. 

The gas, carbon dioxide, which 
is the product of combustion in 
animals and man, must be dispos- 
ed of. Otherwise, as it is breathed 
out in great quantities and re- 
Jeased in other ways, life would 
become impossible. But here is 
where the divine plan comes in. 
The plants are eagerly waiting 
for every bit of carbon dioxide we 
can give them, and drink it in 
eagerly through their wide-open 
mouths present in countless thous- 
ands on their leaves. 

The presence of water-vapor in 
the air is another evidence of de- 
sign. As we have seen, this vapor 
is constantly arising from oceans, 
Jakes, rivers, and other bodies of 
water. When the amount of wa- 
ter-vapor in the air becomes ex- 
cessive, it is changed into rain, 
snow, hail, fog, dew, or frost, de- 
pending on-the existing conditions. 

The humidity of the air is of 
great importance to the health of 
all living things. Without water- 
vapor in the atmosphere over the 
earth, a condition would exist sim- 
jlar to that on the moon. The sur- 
face of the moon is very hot, as 
the sun shines on it, but immed- 
jately after the sun’s rays disap- 
pear, heat is succeeded by the 
most intense cold—almost 200 de- 
grees below zero. The reason for 
this is the absence of water-vapor 
which holds in its folds the heat 
received during the day, gradually 
releasing it through the hours of 
the night, but so slowly that man 
is not caused any suffering. An- 
other blanket may have to be 
pulled over the bed about 4:00 
a.m., but that is all. If the night 
were much longer, it is easy to 
see how. death would result. The 
moisture in the air then keeps us 


warm—God’s blanket over His 
children. 


We eannot close this study 
}without a brief mention of winds. 
Without winds the air would be 
calm and dead Noxious and ir- 
ritating vapors, and objectionable 
odors would distress and. disturb 
humanity daily, but God’s thought 
went ahead and provided a solu- 
tion. A wind, of course, is a-move- 
ment of air along the earth’s sur- 
face. Differences of temperature 
and pressure are the two basic 
faetors. whieh produce such move- 
ments of air, ranging in intensity 
‘from the gentle summer breeze 
to the dreaded West Indian hur- 
ricane. 


When air is heated, it expands 
and beeomes lighter than that of 
an adjacent region. Immediately 
the colder, heavier air flows along 
the earth’s surface to the warmer 
region, and pushes the hghter air 
upwards. Tims air is then carried 
across the upper atmosphere 
where it is cooled. It then des- 
eends, thus completing its cycle. 
It is the horizontal movement of 
air we call wind. 


And so difference of pressure 
and temperature on sea and land 
causes the delightful and invigor- 
ating land and sea breezes. During 
the day the earth~absorbs heat 
more rapidly than the water. This 
causes the air over the land: to 
become warmer and lighter than 
the air over the water, so a cool 
breeze from the water area flows 
in toward the land during the 
afternoon—a sea breeze. 

At night the land loses heat 
more rapidly than the water, thus 
causing the air over the water to 
become warmer, and lighter than 
the air over the land. Consequent- 
ly there is a flow of colder, heav- 
ier air during the night and early 
morning hours from the land to 
the water—the land breeze. What 
a beneficent arrangement by a 
loving Creator! 

The -great differences in tem- 
perature and air pressure between 
the equatorial and polar regions 
give rise to large scale movements 
of air. These movements are mod- 
ified by the rotation of the earth, 
thus establishing a system of al- 
ternating wind belts and belts of 
calm over the earth’s surface. 

Of these various belts, the trade 
winds are perhaps the most in- 
teresting and certainly they are 
very beneficial as a means of 
transportation. There are regions 
on either side of the equator in 
which the air is moving steadily 
from both sides toward the equa- 
tor. The rotation of the earth 
causes a deflection of the winds, 
so that they flow from the north- 
east in the northern hemisphere, 
and from the southeast in the 
southern hemisphere. Ships navi- 
gating these areas can always 
eount on the presence of these 
trade winds. 


When we think of these inter- 


are aceustomed to havmg them 
deseribed as among the wonders 
of nature, but we must always re- 
member that God is not nature 
and nature is not God. 


Whatever of wisdom or wonder, 
of goodness or excellence, nature 
displays, existed in the divine mind 
‘from eternity. The end of every 
created thing is to be a manifesta- 
ition of the Creator’s perfections. 

We have been thinking of light-

celestial electricity strikes our vi-

“In those days came John the Baptist, preach- 
ing in the wilderness of Judaea, and saying, Repent 
ye: for the kingdom of heaven is at hand... But 
when he saw many of the Pharisees and Sadducees 
come to his baptism, he said unto them, O genera- 
tion of vipers, who hath warned you to flee from the 
wrath to come? Bring forth therefore fruits meet 
for repentance: ...I indeed baptize you with water 
unto repentance: but he that cometh after me is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire: Whose fan is in his hand, and he will 
thoroughly purge his floor, and gather his wheat in- 
to the garner; but he will burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire.”—Matthew 3 :1-2, 7-8, 11-12. 


Seeing how much emphasis the 
Bible gives to John the Baptist, 
it is rather surprising and shock- 
ing how little emphasis we give 
to him. Jesus says there was never 
a greater man born of woman than 
John the Baptist. Now if you leave 
out the any who were born this 
side of Jesus, that means that 
Moses was no greater than John 
the Baptist; that David was no 
better than John the Baptist. John 
the Baptist was the equal to, or 
better than, Daniel; he was equal 
to, or better, than Noah, or better 
than Elijah, or Isaiah. Never a 
man born in the world, Jesus says, 
was greater than John the Bap- 
tist. We had better pay more at- 
tention to this man of God. 


‘The Greatness of John 
the Baptist 


Notice some of the things about 
the place and the greatness of 
this man. 

First, he was the introducer of 
Jesus Christ, the forerunner. He 
was prophesied in the Old Testa- 


ment. How many people do ‘you 
know of in the Old Testament 
who were prophesied about in the 
New Testament? Well, there is 
much about Jesus, then there is 
something about John the Baptist. 
Paul the apostle is not fortold 
in the Old Testament, nor Peter, 
nor James, nor John, nor anybody 
else. Not Sprugeon, nor Moody, 
nor any other man ever born since 
Jesus. Outside of Jesus Christ, and 
the future.man of Sin, nobody in 
New Testament times was foretold 
except John the Baptist. 


Notice also his character and 
gifts. We learn in the first chapter 
of Luke that he was filled with 
the Holy Ghost from his mother’s 
womb. That is not said about any- 
body else. All his days, from the 
day of his birth, he was filled with 
the Holy Spirit. What an evan- 
gelist he was! The Scriptures said 
in the promise to Zacharias, the 
father of John the Baptist, “... 
the angel said unto him. . . he 
shall be great in the sight of the 
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Afraid! 


“What time I am afraid, I will trust in thee.”—Psa. 56:3. 
“T will trust and not be afraid.’’—Isa. 12:2.

presenting the greatest story in the 
world 
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Lord, and shall drink neither wine 
nor strong drink. . . and manhy 
of the children of Israel shall he 
turn to the Lord their God.” ... 
(Luke 1:13, 15, 16). He was a 
mighty Spirit-filled soul winner, 
a wonderful exemplary character. 
People sometimes say that 
Stephen was the first Christian 
martyr. But they are mistaken. 
John the Baptist was the first 
Christian martyr. John the Baptist 
died for his faith, died for his 
ministry, died for his preaching. 
What a great man was John the 
Baptist! Jesus tells us that there 
was never a greater man born of 
woman than John the Baptist. 


A Man of Courage 


Notice his fearlessness. Think 
how bold was this man. Boldness 
is a great thing in preachers. And 
it is a great thing anywhere else. 
When I played college football, 
we played once against an 
academy with a strong team. The 
star halfback was in many re- 
spects the most wonderful athlete 
I ever saw. He could run one 
hundred yards in ten seconds flat. 
He was a big man, weighed 180 
or 190 pounds, He could kick; he 
could pass; he could run: He had 
everything—that is, everything 
but intestinal fortitude. We found 
out that if we would just break 
through the line a few times and 
really tackle him hard, he would 
shy off when you came through. 
We found that if he was put on 
an end run, and if we really 
pressed him, he would run into 
the sidelines before he would run 
into a really hard tackle. A fellow 
is not much good in football if 
he does not have courage. 

And a man is not any good for 
God who does not have courage. 
John the Baptist was a. bold and 
fearless man. 

He preached out in the wilder- 
ness. A strange place to start a 
mass revival, wasn’t it? He didn’t 
go under the auspices of the Tem- 
ple, nor the Sanhedrin, nor the 
Levites. Neither did he go under 
the auspices of the Pharisees or 
the Sadducees. He was an inde- 
pendent evangelist out to win 
souls, with the calling and blessing 
of God. He was a bold man. 


Another thing about him was 
that he set out to attack sin. He 
demanded repentance. He had no 
soft Gospel. Wouldn’t it be won- 
derful if more preachers these 
days preached like John the Bap- 
tist, whose preaching was like an 
axe blade at the root of the trees? 
Wouldn't it be wonderful if we 
had more preachers these days 
who preached like Bible preachers 
did— like Paul did before Felix 
so that Felix trembled and trem- 
bled before the power of the Word 
of God? P 

John the Baptist was a bold and 
fearless man, Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees came to him to be baptized. 
They were religious people. They 
would have been the main Board 
of Trustees, or the deacons, or 
elders, or the general high cocka- 
lorums of the leading churches of 
Chicago. “They thought, “Every- 
body is getting baptized: it is 
pretty popular to be baptized. It 
is a nice religious rite, and we are 
all strong on doing religious 
things.” So they said to John, 
“John, you baptize us.” John an- 
swered, “You generation of vipers, 
you bunch of snakes! Who warned 
you to flee from the wrath to 
come? Show me some evidence 
that you have repented. Bring 
forth fruits meet for repentance.”’ 
He wouldn’t baptize anybody who 
did not show some evidence of a 
changed attitude or a heart turned 
from sin.°God give us such men 
today! 


The Message of John— 
Repent! 


Now, notice the great message 
of this man, John the Baptist. 
First, he came preaching, ‘Re- 
pent, repent for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” That does 
not mean that there is any dif- 
ferent message today, for 
preached the same sermon. Again 
and again Jesus said, “Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish.’’ Paul preached the same thing 
in Acts, chapter 17. Repentance 
is put in the Great Commission. 
It is everywhere demanded. God 
never changes His plans. But the 
main doctrine, the main emphasis, 
the main message of this man, 
John the Baptist, was that he de- 


Jesus || 


manded that people should repent. 
Somebody says, “I don’t think 
you should preach about sin; I 
think you should preach about the 
Son.” Somebody else says, “It is 
not the sin question, but the Son 
question.”* That is kind of silly. 
When a man is a sinner, God has 
to do something about his sins, 
convict him of his sins before he 
is saved. ,How is God going to 
Save a4 man who ‘doesn’t change 
his attitude about his sin? How 
will God give the miracle of saving 
faith to a poor lost sinner who 
doesn’t, in his heart, learn to 
despise his sin, fear his sin, turn 
from his\*sin? John the Baptist 
said, “Repent. . . repent.” 
Somebody says, “Brother Rice, 
it is not_enough just for a man 
to remodél and reform his life.” 
You are right. You are right. You 
say, “I think a man must be born 
again.” You are right again. You 
say, “I think that just a change 
in life is not enough. A man-has 
to have a new heart.” You are 
still right. It is true that only God 
can change the heart; but a man 
can change his own attitude. Now 
if a man doesn’t say, “By God’s 
grace, I’m tired of sin; I’m done 
with it; I-turn my back on it: God 
forgive me; God clean me up”; 
and if a man doesn’t change his 
attitude toward sin, God can’t 
change his heart about sin. This 
Silly business of a man expecting 
God to change a black heart and 
make it white when the fellow still 
wants it to stay black; this idea 
that God makes the drunkard sober 
when. he ‘still wants to stay a

drunkard—well, God just doesn’t 
do it. God can change a drunkard 
if the drunkard wants to be 
changed. God can make the harlot 
pure if the harlot wants to be 
pure. But you have to turn your 
heart from sin. And that heart- 
attitude is the part that every 
poor sinner must change or be 
doomed forever to the place where 
the fire is not quenched and the 
worm never dies. 


May God lay on our heart the 
burden that men must repent of 
their sins. Listen, every person 
who ever does personal work needs 
to press this matter. What is 
wrong with people? Sin! You say, 
“They need Jesus.” But they don‘t 
know they need Jesus until they 
come to see the truth about sin. 
When God began to write a Bible, 
He put the Old Testament before 
the New Testament. He put law 
before grace. He put repentance 
before faith. It wouldn’t be a bad 
idea for us all to go back to the 
Bible plan about this. 

“Oh,” someone may say, “John 
the Baptist preached a different 
plan of salvation from others.” 
No he didn’t. If you want to read 
where John the Baptist told how 
to be saved by faith in Christ, 
turn to John 3:36. If you read the 
last verses in the third chapter 
of John you will see that they 
are the words of John the Baptist 
and divinely recorded there. John 
the Baptist. says, “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlast- 
ing life. . . .” That is the same 
doctrine as that of John 3:16. That 
is New Testament Christianity. 


There is no difference, But before 
anybody is going to believe in 
Jesus Christ, he must .turn his 
heart against his sins. He must 
turn his back on his sins. He must 
have a revolution in his mind; in 
his attitude. A man who isn’t 


tired of sin is not going to turn. 


to Jesus Christ. Well, this man 
preached repentance. 


I want you to notice another 
element about this man’s preach- 
ing. He preached not only to re- 
pent, but he preached also that 
the axe is laid at the root of the 
tree. Sometimes people say -that 
they do not believe in fear preach- 
ing. Then you don’t believe like 
the Bible preachers did. The Bible 
says that Noah “. . . moved with 
fear, prepared an ark to the sav- 
ing of his house” (Heb. 11:7). 
Wouldn't it be a good thing if 
another people were moved with 
fear today? Fear is a normal and 
proper element in the preaching 
of the Gospel. 


Paul preached to Felix of tem- 
perance, of righteousness, and 
judgment to come, and Felix 
trembled. If we had more preach- 
ing like that today, we would have 
more trembling. If we had more 
preachers to crack down on sin, 
we would have more people re- 
penting of sin. | 

Stephen preached when they 
hated him. In fact, they killed him 
for it. But he said, “Ye stiffnecked 
and uncircumcised in heart and 
ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do 
ye” (Acts 7:51). And they ran on 
him, gnashed on him with their 
teeth, stoned him, caved in his 
head, and killed him. But he 
preached so that he got Paul the 
apostle.

How a Sinning Christian Is to 
Make a New Start 


The war years have been sad 
and miserable years for many. 
They have been years of war and 
trouble, outwardly; to many a 
Christian they have been years of 
defeat, of surrender to tempation; 
years of powerlessness, of self-will, 
of backsliding. Oh, now that God 
has spoken to you anew, make a 
new start! Come back to. the 
Father and start over again! 


In I John 1:9 is a blessed prom- 
ise so good for failing, sinning 
Christians: “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” Any back- 
slidden Christian, any wayward 
child of God, any converted per- 
son who has lost his joy and as- 
surance and the sweet conscious- 
ness of God’s favor, can simply 
confess his sins to God and have 
them all wiped out in a moment! 
This is part of the contract we 
enter into with God at Calvary. 
God is now, to saved people, our 
Father, and is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
every erring one who confesses his 
sin. 

In Proverbs 28:13 we are told, 
“He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper: but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh them shall have 
mercy.” Oh, reader, admit your 
failures! Uncover your backslid- 
Ing! Confess how far you have 
missed God’s way, God’s best. And 
with that honest confessing, that 
penitent uncovering of your sins, 
there will come sweet forgiveness 
and mercy, a new cleansing and 
blessing. 

The fifty-first Psalm is the 
prayer of David confessing his sin 
with Bathsheba, asking for a new 
pouring-out of the Holy Spirit on 
him, promising that he would win 
souls if God would renew a right 
spirit within him and forgive his 
sins. Many of us need to pray the 
same prayer today. 

Oh, well I know that many 
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readers at this time do not look 
back on a past of drunkenness and 
adultery and thievery. Your sins, 
perhaps, are not as coarse and 
obvious as that. Thousands of us, 
rather, have found our love grown 
cold. We have had too little of the 
Spirit’s power. The fruit we have 
borne has been too little. How we 
preachers and Christian workers 
do need to make a new start! 


The Psalmist exults, “I shall be 
anointed with fresh oil” (Psa. 92: 
10). Surely that is what all of us 
need for the coming days. I know 
I need it, and by God’s grace I in- 
tend to have it. “I shall be an- 
ointed with fresh oil’! At Pente- 
cost there was a mighty pouring- 
out of the Spirit. “And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 2:4). A few days later 
trouble came and there was a new 
need, a new problem, a new bur- 
den. So the disciples gathered to- 
gether in prayer again; “And when 
they had prayed, the place was 
shaken where they were assembled 
together; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the Word of God with bold- 
ness” (Acts 4:31). 


Notice these nine words from 
Acts 2:4 describing Petecost: 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” 

Notice the same nine words in 
Acts 4:31 describing a Jater ex- 
perience of the same people: “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Oh, we can have again all the 
fullness and blessing we ever had. 
Yea, we can have more, if we need 
more. Let us resolve this holy re- 
solve; let us make this holy vow; 
let us take upon us this holy obli- 
gation—“I will not go into the 
responsibilities of the future and 
through them without the mani- 
fest power of the Holy Spirit up- 
on me!” Let us make a new start, 
have a new dedication, a new sur- 
render and a new empowering and 
anointing of the Spirit of God. 


Lost Sinner, Start Now by 
Trusting Christ for 
Salvation 


Perhaps you are an unconverted,

were children. Also in the house- 
hold of Cornelius, Lydia, and the 
jailer, there must have been child- 
ren saved, but it plainly indicated 
that they believed upon Jesus 
Christ, according to the word of 
the preacher unto them. 


Again, we will note that un- 
believers were not baptized in 
order to be saved. The message 
of salvation is given plainly each 
time. The message is received and 
baptism followed. The command 
of our Lord’is to go, teach, make 
disciples, and baptize them. We 
do not baptize in order to make 
disciples. Baptism does not save 
the soul. Baptism has no part 
in salvation. Baptism is for be- 
lievers only. 


II. Why They Were Baptized 


First, they were baptized be- 
cause of the command of Christ. 
We -have received from the Lord 
His commission. Plain instruction 
is given to us. “Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” 


We are therefore compelled by 
the Word of God to instruct and 
to baptize all those who accept 
Christ as personal Saviour. 


If Christ’s command was to 
baptize, then it is the duty of 
every child of God to submit him- 
self to baptism. The early Chris- 
tians saw at once the beauty of 
obedience. They knew that “to 
obey is better than sacrifice.” 


If you are a saved soul, and 
you have not been scripturally 
baptized, you are living in absolute 
disobedience to the Lord. Con- 
sequently, you will fail to have 
the full blessings of God upon 
your life. The same is true of this 
church. If the church failed to 
obey the command of our Lord, 
then His blessings would not be 
upon us. We have been criticized 
by some because of our diligence 
in following up people who make 
professions of faith and teaching 
them the meaning of baptism, and 
urging them to be baptized and at 
the earliest possible moment. Some 
have even gone so far as to Say 
that we teach that baptism saves. 
Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. Baptism does not save. 
It does not add anything to sal- 
vation. It is an act of obedience 
to Christ the Saviour. 

Secondly, they were baptized 
to declare their faith in Christ. 
By baptism they announced to 
the world that they believed in 
the One who died upon the cross 
and was buried and rose again. 
They announced through their 
baptism also that they counted 
themselves as new creatures in 
Christ, saved by grace. 

In the first century it meant 
a great deal when people turned 
from their idols and pagan re- 
ligions and received Christ. When 
they were baptized, it meant that 
they were set apart. The same 
is true today. In heathen lands, 
when one is baptized, he is set 


| apart from others who are follow- 


ing pagan religions, and heathen 
customs. 

It should mean the same every- 
where. When one follows the Lord 


Jesus Christ in baptism, it should 
be a declaration to the world of 
his faith in the crucified, buried, 
and risen Christ, and his new 
nature through the Lord. 


Baptism should mean that we 
are dead to the world. We have 
turned our backs upon everything 
that the world has to offer. 


Thirdly, baptism is a following 
of Jesus Christ. He was baptized, 
and we are following His example. 
By such action we are enabled to 
testify for our Lord, and to point 
others to faith in Him, and obedi- 
ence to His commands. 


Why were the early Christians 
baptized? Because they were 
saved, because they desired to 
obey the Lord, to declare their 
faith in Him to the world, to set 
forth their death to the old life 
and their resurrection to walk in 
newness of life with Him. 


III. How Were They Baptized? 


They were baptized by immer- 
sion. There is no indication of any- 
thing else. 


Christ was baptized by immer- 
sion. All Bible scholars will agree 
to this. Jesus came to the Jordan 
to be baptized of John. 

“And Jesus, when he was baptized, 
went up straightway out of the 
water: and, lo, the heavens were 
opened unto him, and he saw the 
Spirit of God descending like a 
dove, and lighting wpon him: And 
lo a voice from heaven, saying, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.” 


Christ went “straightway out of 
the water.” 


Secondly, it is indicated in the 
story of Philip and the eunuch 
that baptism was by immersion, 
for we read: “And he commanded 
the chariot to stand still: and they 
went down both into the water, 
both Philip and the eunuch; and 
he baptized him.” 


The next verse is equally signifi- 
cant: ‘“‘And when they were come 
up out of the water, .. .” 


The mode of baptism is estab- 
lished. 

Thirdly, the word itself means 
immersion. The word “baptize” is 
an untranslated word found in the 
Greek spelled ‘“baptizo,.” This 
word has never meant anything 
but immersion. The Greek word 
for sprinkle is “rhantizo.” This 
word is found in numerous places 
in the Bible, but it always refers 
to the sprinkling of blood. The 
apostle Peter would have been en- 
tirely wrong if he had used the 
word “baptize” if he had meant 
to say, “Repent and be sprinkled.”’ 
But, he used the right word, and 
it is used again and again in the 
Scriptures indicating immersion. 

It will be interesting also to 
listen to the opinion of scholars on 
this matter of immersion. Take 
note of the following: 

John A. O'Brian, a Catholic 
scholar, said, ‘“T'he common 
method during the first twelve 
centuries was by immersion.” 

Brenner, in the book, Historical 
Exhibition of the Administration 
of Baptism, says, “For thirteen 
hundred years was baptism gener- 
ally and regularly an immersion 
of the person under water,” 


Martin Luther said, “Baptism 
is a Greek word, and must be 
translated ‘immersion.’ I would 
have those who are to be baptized 
to be altogether dipped into the 
water.” 


John Calvin, the founder of 
Presbyterianism, said, “The word 
‘baptize’ signifies to immerse. It 
is certain that immersion was the 
practice of the primitive church. 


John Wesley, father of Method- 
ism, declares in his writings, re- 
ferring to Romans 6:3-5, “Buried 
with Him,’ alluding to the ancient 
manner of baptism by immersion.” 


The opinion of scholars has ever 
been that true Bible baptism is by 
immersion. It is lamentable that 
people will turn from the Word 
and will say that it does not mat- 
ter. 

The plain teaching of Scripture 
is that baptism is a burial. Let us 
notice two passages. The first is 
Romans 6:3-5: 


“Know ye not, that so many of 
us as were baptized into Jesis 
Christ were baptized into his 
death? Therefore we are buried 
uith him by baptism into death: 
that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of 
the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. For if we 
have been planted together in the 
likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resur- 
rection.” 


The second portion is Colossians 
2:12: “Buried with him in baptism, 
wherein also ye are risen with 
him through the faith of the op- 
eration of God, who hath raised 
him from the dead.” 


There is absolutely no confusion 
in the Bible regarding baptism. 
Confusion occurs only among 
people who are mistaught, or dis- 
obedient. It is time that people 
read their Bibles, believe what 
the Word of God says, and give 
obedience unto the Lord. 


This type of sermon is certainly 
not popular with the masses of 
people, but we make a sad mis- 
take about sermons’ anyway. 
Quite often people go out of the 
building saying, “How did you 
like the sermon?” We need to be 
reminded that sermons are preach- 


- 


ed, not to be liked, but to be ~~ 


accepted and believed. The truth 
is not changed if you do not like 
the sermon. Quite often people are 
made angry when a sermon strikes 
home to their hearts. The crucial 
question is not, “Did you like it?” 
but, “Did it help you? Did it 
show you your duty? Did it give 
vou a new vision of a lost world? 
Did it bring you nearer to the 
Lord?” A sermon is not to he 
measured by enthusiasm or de- 
light of the people, but by their 
response in action. 


IV. When Were They 
Baptized? 


I have pointed you to seven ac- 
counts in the book of the Acts. 
There is no variation in any story. 
They were all baptized after they 
believed on Christ, and as far as 
I can see, immediately they gave 
obedience unto the Lord. 

On the day of Pentecost three 
thousand received the Lord and 
were baptized. 

Philip taught the eunuch about 
Jesus Christ. The Eunuch accepted 
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Christ and desired baptism. He 
was baptized the same hour. 

The same is true in the story 
of Lydia and the jailer of Philippi. 
In the case of the jailer the plain 
word is given that he was baptized 
“straightway.” 

If we follow the Word of God, 
then we will be taking advantage 
of the first opportunity to follow 
our Lord in baptism. We will give 
ready obedience, happily doing so 
because we love Him so much. 
Christ said, “If ye love me, keep 
my commandments.” The com- 
mand to be baptized is a plain, 
practical one. It is not ours to 


question—it is ours to give 0o- 
bedience and to follow Him. 

First, salvation, and then bap- 
tism. If you" were baptized and 
then saved, you have never been 
baptized at all. If you have been 
saved and not baptized, then you 
are living in disobedience if you 
have passed by the opportunities 
afforded you to obey the Lord in 
this way. 


We will find happiness, peace, 
and power in following the Word 
of God. I trust that this message 
will help many to see their need, 
first, of Christ as Saviour, and 
second, giving obedience to Him.

said, “And every one that hath 
forsaken houses, or brethren, or 
sisters, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for my 
name’s sake, shall receive an 
hundredfold, and shall inherit ever- 
lasting life’ (Matt. 19:29). Yes, 
doing things for Christ’s name’s 
sake will be costly, but there will 
be a hundredfold reward and 
eternity to enjoy it in! 


Isn’t Pleasing the Lord Jesus, 
and Honoring Him, Reason 
Enough? 

Christians often have mixed mo- 
tives. 

I have known many people who 
would read the Scriptures to help 
their Sunday School class receive 
a prize, but who would not read it 
as carefully nor as often when the 
contest was over. 


I have known. young people to 
work ardently for new members 
for their young people’s society 
when a picnic was promised and as 
soon as they had won so many 
members, the same young people 
would work no more after the pic- 
nic. Was it really done in Jesus’ 
name? 

I have known preachers employ- 
ed as “half-time” pastors of small 
e zhurches to preach the two Sun- 
days in the month for which they 
were paid, and then on a fifth Sun- 
day, to sit through the Sunday 
school time and then go home with 
others, with no preaching service 
because “they were not paid to 
preach.

I have known preachers to stay 
in a denomination which had gone 
modernistic in its. leadership, to 
grieve their hearts day after day, 
even as the Sodomites grieved Lot. 
But they stayed within the de- 
nomination because they had a 
form of life insurance, or annuity, 
in..the denomination, and stayed 
in the denomination for “security.” 
Is the work of such a pastor “in 
Jesus’ name’? 

Oh, may the Lord search all of 
our hearts, and may we judge our 
motives and try to do all that will. 
please the Lord Jesus and live for 
His sake! 

And now let me say a word 
about THe Sworp OF THE LOoRrD.

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izations. I have never heard one 
of them say a word, I have never 
read of one of them ever saying a 
word, against the Lord Jesus 
Christ Himself. But, I say to you 
as dogmatically as my lips can 
frame the words, that even the 
Lord Jesus Christ would be of no 
use to us if it were not for Cai- 
vary. It was there that the Son 
of God made everything that we 
have in Him possible.. 


You know, each one of us, every 
state in the Union I am sure, 
West Virginia, of course, because 
of the historic Civil War battle 
fields of the conflict between the 
North and South in this border 
state, every state in the Union, 
has historic places. Take my own 
Texas. There are the Alamo, San 
Jacinto, Goliad Battle Field. There 
is the San Antonio battle field. 
There is San Jacinto monumeént. 
Take Pennsylvania. There are Val- 
ley Forge, Gettysburg, and so on, 
and on. There are places of great 
crisis. There are places of import- 
ant battles, battles deciding the 
destinies of nations and even of 
entire generations, at times, for 
hundreds of years, at times, for 
even longer than that. Such were 
the battles of Agincourt, of the 
Neva, of Waterloo. 


The battles that are being 
fought in this war, Heartbreak 
Ridge for an example! What hu- 
man heart, with any sort of feel- 
ing, will ever forget the agony of 
Heartbreak Ridge, especially we 
Americans. But Calvary covers 
them all. There is nothing to com- 
pare with it. 


All of us in our own hearts, in 
Our Own minds, have places that 
tug at our souls. There are the 
places where we were born. I will 
never forget that little dusty 
street in far-off Russia in the city 
of Moghiliev, when I first came 
to consciousness, as a child, run- 
ning around barefooted in’ the 
summertime, booted in wintertime. 
The places where we were raised 
tug at our hearts, the farm houses, 
or the city homes where we were 
reared. The lavender taste of 
them, the fragrant smell of them, 
never quite leave us. There are 
the places where we courted, 
where we met the ones who be- 
came our life partners. Surely the 
Sweetness of them, the essence of 
them, will live on as long as there 
is breath in our nostrils and a 
beating heart in our bodies. There 
are the places where our children 
came. What man, what woman, 
can be so far gone, even in mental 
darkness and collapse, as to for- 
get the places where our babies 
came to us as gifts of God's love, 
of his concern, of his regard for us. 


Then, of course, there are those 
quiet knolls in the cities of the 
dead, the cemeteries, where our 
loved ones are buried, by whose 
side, if the Lord tarries, we too, 
will repose. But there is no place 
in the earth that compares with 
Calvary. For the Jew, for the 


Gentile, for the European, for the’ 
Asiatic, for the African, for the 


rich man, for poor man, for beg- 
gar man, for thief, for the big 
Sinner, for the mightiest saint, 
Calvary has a message that sur- 
Passes them all. Calvary is the 
fact that changed the world. Cal- 
Vary is the event that shook the 
world. Calvary outdoes the atomic 
bomb and the H bomb, because 
the atomic bomb and the H bomb 
Can only affect us for time, but 
ree can change us for etern- 
y. 


Calvary, a Place of Pain 

But, why is Calvary so wond- 
rous? First of all, because it was 
a place of pain, and such pain! 
There was the physical pain the 


_Lord Jesus Christ endured. Have 


you ever driven a sliver under 
One of your fingernails? I have, 
more than once. Have you ever 
jammed your hand in a door? I 
have, more than once, until my 
fingers were almost cut off. How 
Would you like to have nails driven 
into your hands, nails driven into 
your feet? How would you like to 
have a crown of thorns driven into 
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your forehead? How would you 
like to have your back bared to 
the lash of the Roman scourge 
until it hung in ribbons, in bleed- 
ing strips, in torturing stripes? 
The Book says, ‘“‘By whose stripes 
we are healed,” 


Think of the physical pain Jesus 
Christ endured on Calvary. It 
seems to me that thought alone 
ought to constrain everyone of us 
to be a good Christian, to be a 
loyal servant. of this Man, of this 
God Man, Who served us so sac- 
rificially, so devotedly, so well. 
Oh, let the pain of Calvary move 
us to affectionate regard, respect, 
recognition, 

It was the place, not only of 
physical pain, but the place of 
the pain of loneliness. All of the 
disciples had gone. All of his 
friends had gone. The four women 
and the man standing at the foot 
of the cross, He had sent back 
to Jerusalem. Alone, He trod the 
winepress of God’s’ wrath... Alone 
He bore the weight, the woe of 
our iniquity. Alone, with no man 
by His side, with no one to wipe 
away the death sweat from His 
forehead, with no one _ to- place 
some healing ointment on those 
bruised; bleeding, torn. hands and 
feet, with no one to drive away 
those blue bottle Syrian flies, with 
no one to put an ice cap on that 
aching head, baking under the 


fearful Syrian sun. Loneliness! 
Loneliness! Heart-rending loneli- 
ness!! 


There was the pain of misun- 
derstanding. The people for whom 


‘| He was dying derided Him, cursed 


Him, laughed at Him, mocked 
Him, ridiculed Him, throwing 
every kind of reproving epithet 
into His teeth. 

The worst pain, I am sure that 
the Lord Jesus Christ had to en- 
dure was the pain of God’s wrath. 
‘Him who knew no sin, God made 
to be sin for us.’ My mind cannot 
conceive it. My poor heart is not 
big enough to encompass it. My 
soul is too small to contain it. 
What does it mean? ‘Him who 
knew no sin, God made to be sin 
for us.’ Take a sipner here, now, 
tonight, when he comes under con- 
viction, for his or her own sins, 
it is agony, untold, unbearable, al- 
most tasting the desolation, the 
tortures of Hell. Conceive then the 
Son of God becoming the sin of 
everyone of us. You cannot imag- 
ine that. It is too vast. Neither 
can I. What does it mean, “‘All we 
like sheep have ‘gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all’? What 
does it mean that, “the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all’? 
What does it mean that, “Christ 
hath redeemed us from the curse 
of the law, being made a curse 
for us’? What depths, what utter, 
limitless depths of anguish, of 
agony, did Jesus Christ endure 
when He sobbed out the earth- 
shaking cry, “My God, My God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” I 
tell you friends, there must be the 
blazing damnation, there must be 
the burning torture of a Devil’s 
Hell for any soul that resists, that 
rejects pain like that. 

The very pain of Jesus Christ 
will damn the unbelieving sinner, 
and should damn him. How many 
agree with me on that? Will you 
raise your hands? You know it is 
so. The very anguish, the very 
pain, the very agony of the Son 
of God will rise up at the judg- 
ment bar of God to witness against 
those souls who persist in their 
disobedience, in their unbelief. 


Also, Praise God, a Place 
of Pardon 


That is not all. If that were all, 
there would be no Gospel to 
preach; there would be no message 
to deliver. I hasten now to call 
your attention to the fact that 
Calvary is the place of pardon, 
and such pardon. It was there 
that the Lord Jesus Christ pur- 
chased our pardon, It is there that 
the Lord Jesus Christ provided 
our pardon. It is from there, from 


Calvary’s cross, as from a pulpit’ 


in the center of the world, that 
the Lord Jesus Christ proclaims 
that purchased pardon. 

It was pardon for the thief on 
the cross. Did not the Lord Jesus 


|}Christ turn to him and say, “To 


day shalt thou be with me in 
paradise’? Conceive the depths of 


: 


oe, 


man’s iniquity, when even hang- 
ing by the side of Christ, until 
his last minute he mocked, join- 
ing in the ridiculing of the Son of 
God. Finally something led him to 
recognize the vastness, the wide- 
ness, the awfulness of his crimes, 
the limitlessness of the love of 
Jesus Christ. The man said, “Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom.” Christ held off 
death long enough to say to the 
sinner, ‘““‘Today shalt thou be with 
me in paradise.” If there were no 
other words, if there were no 
other picture, if there were no 
other message, anywhere in the 
world, except the cry of Jesus to 
the thief on the Cross, it would 
pull up your hopes, it would bol- 
ster up the heart, it would bene- 
fit and bless my own soul. If he 
could forgive sin like that, he can 
forgive sins such as mine, too. 


It was pardon for his murder- 
ers. You remember Christ prayed 
for them, “Father, forgive them 
for they know not what they do.” 
He said once in an interchange of 
conversation, ‘My Father «always 
hears me.’ God always answers 
the prayers of .the Lord. Jesus 
Christ. You know that without my 
telling you. On the day of Pente- 
cost three thousand of those mur- 
derers were converted. I am just 
as certain that the three thousand 
who were converted on the day 
of Pentecost watched Jesus die 
on the cross, were part of that 
murderous mob, as I am that I 
am preaching to you tonight the 
best I know how. Mind you! He 
prayed for his tormentors, the 
souls of that very multitude which 
were guilty of His assassination. 


There is something beyond that. 
It is pardon for us. It is not only 
pardon for the thief on the cross, 
not only pardon for the miserable, 
murderous multitude. It is pardon 
for us. It is written, “In whom we 
have redemption through his blood, 
the forgiveness of our sins, ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace’ 
(Eph. 1:7). It is written, “Be it 
known unto you therefore, men 
and brethren, that through. this 
man is preached unto you the for- 
giveness of sins: And by him all 
that believe are justified from 
all things from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses” 
(Acts 13:38, 39). Did not Isaiah the 
prophet sob out long ago, “Come 
now, and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord: though. your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool” (Isa. 1:18). Until Jesus 
died on the cross these seemed to 
be mere words. No place in Heav- 
en, no place on earth, was there 
any provision, up to that time, 
for the making of our Souls as 
white as driven snow, as clean as 
pure-combed wool. When Jesus 
died on the cross, He put the ex- 
clamation point to Isaiah 1:18, so 
that now we can fall in the pres- 
ence of God and say, “For Christ’s 
sake, have mercy upon me a sin- 
ner,’ and know that our sins are 
forgiven us. 

Oh, my friends, think of the 
marvel, of the wonder of it. Here 
is a physical fact, a man dying 
on the cross, physical blood being 
spilt, a physical transaction, some- 
thing you can hang on to, some- 
thing as historic as the crossing 
of the Delaware by George Wash- 
ington, something as historic as 
Abraham Lincoln himself, some- 
thing as definite as Truman in the 
White House. Jesus died on the 
cross for our sins. Here is some- 
thing to cling to, something to 
praise God for, something to em- 
brace to ourselves. No wonder the 
poet could sing out, 


There is Life for a Look at the

There is life at this moment for

Then look sinner, look unto Him

phet Jonah, instructing him to 
proceed to Nineveh. He was to 
bear the message of a commg 
destruction of the city with all of 
its inhabitants, unless they re- 
pented and turned from their sin. 
Instead of going to Nineveh, how- 
ever, Jonah found a ship that was 
going to Tarshish, and fled from 
the direction of Nineveh as fast 
as He could travel. The residence 
of the prophet was in Gath-hepher, 
and when he started for Tarshish, 
it was directly opposite to the 
direction of Nineveh. But as Jonah 
was seeking to flee from God’s ap- 
pointed task, a mighty storm a- 
rose, threatening the very safety 
of the ship in which the prophet 
sailed. When the men of the ship 
learned that this storm came upon 
them because of Jonah, at his 
own behest they threw him over- 
beard. To save their own lives, 
they jeopardized his. 


This resume brings us to the 
first disputed verse, which is given 
in these simple words: “Now the 
Lord had prepared a great fish to 
swallow up Jonah. And Jonah was 
in the belly of the fish three days 
and three nights.”’ 


The second disputed verse is in 
the second chapter. The first verse 
of this chapter is certainly admis- 
sible: “Then Jonah prayed unto 
the Lord his God out of the fish’s 
belly.” We are quite sure no in- 
telfigent person would find fault 
with that statement. The amazing 
thing is that the obstinate prophet 
waited three days to begin. Had 
one of us been swallowed by that 
fish, in less than three minutes 
the Lord would have heard our 
ery, “Let me out; I want to go 
to Nineveh!” So even the most 
rabid critic does not question the 
statement that Jonah prayed from. 
the depths of this sea monster. 
Any man in Jonah’s case would 
have cried out to God. 


The first nine verses of the 
chapter, then, deal with the prayer 
of Jonah, and the tenth and final 
verse is the disputed record. This 
statement is made in these simple 
words, “And the Lord spake unto 
the fish, and it vomited out Jonah 
upon the dry land.” Without any 
attempt at textual comment, we 
have simply quoted these verses 
from the authorized edition of the 
English Bible, as this edition is 
familiar to more people than any 
other. This, then, is the story at 
which infidelity has laughed for 
centuries. We repeat, however, 
that this is an account whith in- 
fidelity has never disproved. 

The prophet Jonah is an inter- 
esting character. The school of 
higher criticism, denying a1] 
miraculous elements in God’s deal- 
ing with men, has refused to ac- 
cept the tale of the fish. If we 
would delete these two verses con- 
taining the record of the miracle, 
they would find the book accept- 
able to their fancy. However, it 
has never been profitable in any 
generation for men to alter’ the 
written records of God’s Word 
to harmonize with the demands of 
the so-called scholarship of that 
generation. We are under 
\mecessity of accepting the Book 
just as God wrote it, and our 
‘knowledge must be brought into 
harmony with His revelation. 

' Jonah Was a Historical 
Charaeter 

Not willing to bow before the 
higher wisdom of the Holy Spirit, 
the critics have sought to deny 
‘the historical existence of an 
actual Jonah. They have said that

The recent advancement of 
archaeological learning, if it has 
dene nothing else, has. established 
the credibility of these Scriptures. 


chapter; there is a historical refer- 
ence to the prophet Jonah that 
authenticates this character and 
gives him an established back- 
ground. In this passage of Scrip- 
ture the father of Jonah is named, 
thus giving His genealogy. The 
plaee of his residence is told. We 
also learn the name of the king 
who ruled when Jonah was alive. 
History further attests that some 
of his prophecies were fulfilled 
in the reign of that king. So from 
this historical reference we see 
that Jonah was a real person. 


To complete the case and make 
the evidence perfect, there is one 
other source of testimony to the 
reality of Jonah that cannot be 
set aside. We refer to the con- 
elusive testimony of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. When the Son of God 
speaks upon any subject, that 
testimony is and should be con- 
clusive. In the days of His flesh 
He was betrayed in the house of 
His friends by one of His follow- 
ers. Today He has many so-called 
friends who by their infidelity 
and unbelief re-enact the drama 
of Judas. But believing friend 
and disbelieving enemy alike are 
united in their praise of His 
character. Not even His bitterest 
enemies impugn His veracity or 
question the honesty of His state- 
ments. So it is with a great deal 
of assurance that we turn to 
Christ’s testimony concerning the 
historicity of this man Jonah. In 
the course of His ministry among 
men, Jesus made two references 
to Jonah as a historical character. 
In one He gives the experience of 
Jonah as a type of His own burial 
and resurrection. When the scribes 
and Pharisees demanded of Him 
proof of His deity, they asked that 
this proof be given in the form of. 
a sign. Jesus replied to their de- 
mand, “An evil and adulterous 
generation seek after a sign; and 
there shall no sign be given to it, 
but the sign of the prophet Jonas: 
For as Jonas was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; 
so must the Son of man be three 
days and three nights in the heart 
of the earth’ (Matt. 12:39,40). 
These two experiences are inter- 
dependent andequally historical. 
Since the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ is established upon the most 
unquestioned evidence, and since 
the experience by Jonah is as real 
as was the resurrection of Jesus, 
this testimony of the Saviour is 
of peculiar and striking force. 


The second reference that Jesus 
made to the historicity of Jonah 
‘was a Citation of the repentance 
of Nineveh. As Jesus was teaching 
and preaching in the course of 
His ministry, He met with con- 
‘Siderable hardness of heart, and 
in some cases, with outright re- 
jection.

Jonah Did Not Believe in a. 


“Tribal Deity” as Silly _ 
Modernists Think « 

One of the fascinating things in 
the writings of Jonah is the man- 
ner in which his character is dis- 
played in this very brief section 
of his autobiography. Jonah is per- 
haps one of the most horest writ- 
ers in literature, for he writes 
boldly and bluntly of his own 
faults. He tells of his stubbornness 
as he set his own judgment against 
the command of God. He tells 
without apology of the wayward- 
ness of his conduct as he fled 
from the cali of God. But with a 
rare dependence, he gives no ex- 
planation and offers no excuse. He 
is content to say with charming 
simplicity just what he did, and 
offers no motive for his conduct. 

This course of procedure has 
laid the prophet open to another 
assault on the part of the critics. 
Jonah seems to have been the first 
foreign missionary. He was called 
of God to bring a warning of the 


people. With that warning he was 
to deliver also an offer of redemp- 


tion and mercy if they would turn | 
to God and repent. This service he 


refused at first. Later, however, 
repenting of his refusal, he return-

Now in this account of Jonah’s 
refusal to serve and in his at- 
tempted flight to Tarshish, the 
higher critic has found much com- 
fort. One of the favorite argu- 
ments of the modernistie school is 
the baseless assertion . that the 
revelation of God in the Old and 
New ‘Testaments constitutes an 
evolution of the idea of God. They 
falsely state that beginning with 
a God of restricted authority who} 
was merely a tribal deity, men 
gradually evolved. the idea of a 
God who. is the universal Father of 
humanity. Of course, any honest 
student reading Scripture with 
anything more than casual inter- 
est will realize that this theory 
is not borne out by the text. 


In the first place, it is nowhere 
stated in the Old Testament that 
God was a tribal deity. In fact, 
the first revelation of God im the 
Scripture is the highest revelation 
that the Bible contains. The first 
chapter of Genesis opens with the 
record of an omnipotent, omni- 
scient Deity, who by His spoken 


word created the heavens and the} 


earth, and all things therein. There 
is certainly nothing tribal in the 
picture of the Creator that Moses: 
draws in the first book of the 
Bible. 


We further see that this God, 
who is the Creator, is a benefic- 
ent and kindly deity. In those 
Same early writings we find Him 
walking and talking in Eden’s 
garden with the creatures whom 
He has created. That picture of a 
loving God in intimate personal 
communion with His creatures is 
never equalled, even in Holy Writ, 
until Jesus Christ comes saying, 
“And when ye pray, say, Father.” 
The Saviour, however, was careful 
to state that God is only the 
Father of those who love and’ 
serve Him. To the enemies of 
God’s message, Jesus said, “Ye are 
of your father the devil, and the 
lusts of your father ye will do.” 


So the conclusions of higher 
criticism are baseless here. Their 
premise is also faulty. There is 
no evolution of the idea of God, 
nor does the Bible anywhere teach 
the universal fatherhood of God! 


One of the strongest arguments 
of the critical school, however, for 
their fallacious philosophy, has 
been the conduct of Jonah. When 
‘God called him for one specific 
‘service, he fled from the ¢all of 
God and headed for Tarshish. The 
higher critic has sought to show 
that Jonah believed that God’s 
power was restricted to Palestine. 
So if he got beyond the confines 
of Palestine, his God could not 
reach him. 


_ The most cursory examination 
of Jonah’s creed, however, will 
show that such is far from the 


truth. The unbeliever; infidel, 


his patriotic heart, said, 


“That . 
suits me. If God will wipe out 
Nineveh, that will consfitute a 
patriotic victory for Israel, and 
I will get as far away from Nine- .- 
veh as I can.” 

In other words, Jonah was an 
ordinary human with the passions, . 
the interests, and the psychology 


‘of any modern man. This same in- 


stinct of patriotism was mani- 
fested in some of the most cultt- 
vated Christian men of the twen- 
tieth century when the United 
States of America entered the 
World War. Men who had radiated 
love, and had talked about the in- 
ternational brotherhood of man, 
began to curse the Germans and . 
damn the Kaiser, only because 

that race had become this nation’s 

enemy! Jonah thought and reason- | 
ed and acted exactly as a modern 

would do in the same circum- 

stances. 


Goed’s Supernatural Prepara- 
tion and Intervention 
Through the Book 
of Jonah 

The element of the supernatural 
entered into the account of Jonah’s’ 
experience before the introduction 
of the fish that swallowed him. — 
God followed Jonah from the time 
of the prophet’s defection until he 
returned in submission and humil- 
ity. First of all, He followed” 
Jonah with a storm, for Jonah 
testified that the storm came up-° 
on the ship because of him. So’ 
little did Jonah fear the effects 
of that storm, reposing as he did 
in the confidence of the keeping’ 
care of God, that God followed 
Jonah again in the call of the- 
captain of the vessel. The prophet 
was further pursued by the in- 
tention of God when, as the men 
cast their lots, the lot fell upon: 
Jonah. When he was cast over:

search except under the prejudice 
of unbelief. Whenever an atheist 
starts out to investigate or study 
a matter with an absolutely closed 
mind, the whole attempt revolves 
itself into an effort to disprove the 
subject he is investigating. The 
infidel is almost as bad. 


There is, however, no counter ex- 
planation to this account. of the 
strange experience of Jonah that 
will satisfy the inquiring mind if 

‘ we rule out the supernatural. One 
critic says ‘that Jonah had a bad 
nightmare and that when he a- 
‘wakened, he wrote his dream. An- 
other doubter says that the en- 
tire book of Jonah is a simple 
fabrication, that none of the in- 
cidents are historical. One weird 
mear-thinker states that when 
Jonah was cast overboard from 
the ship, he was picked up by a 
vessel following. The second ship 
thhad as a figurehead the image of 
‘a fish, so when the men in the 
first ship saw the rescue of. Jonah 
by this following -ship, they said 
that he had been swallowed by 
a monster of the deep! But the 
Bible simply and literally states 
that a sea monster that God had 
‘prepared swallowed Jonah. 


We call your attention now to 
the phrase, “that God prepared.” 
‘The whole argument must turn 
upon these. words, The question is 
raised, “Is God able to prepare a 
fish that would accommodate a 
man and keep him alive for as 
long as seventy-two hours?” If 
God cannot do this, then He is in- 
deed tremendously inferior to man. 
Recently a company of finite men, 
who had some small engineering 
skill, built an iron fish. Twenty 
men entered this iron fish and re- 
mained under water for twelve 
days and twelve nights. At ‘the 
end of that time they came to 
the surface again to replenish 
their supplies of food and oxygen. 
The iron fish sent them forth on 
the dry land for a period of re- 
laxation. Again twenty men enter- 
ed this iron fish and descended in- 
to the deep. Of course, they called 
this man-made fish a submarine, | 
and nobody doubted the ability of 
men of mechanical and mental in- 
genuity to construct such a fish. 
They are common today. 


_ How weird it seems to us who 
think things through, that men 
see the evidences of man’s power 
to work these so-called miracles, 
and will yet deny the same degree 
‘of power to God! 


Again we see that God prepared 
‘other things besides the fish. In 
ithe story of Jonah there was a 
vine that was prepared; there was 
a worm that was specifically sent. 
There was a strong east wind that 
blew at an untimely season. The 
God who made the heavens .and 
the earth prepared a fish, a worm, 
and a vine. 


‘The Bible Story of Jonah Is So 
" Reasonable Any Unbiased . 
Mind Should Believe It 


Some years ago, when we were 
excavating some of those famous 
shell mounds of the southern area, 
we had the pleasure of fellowship 
with an unusually brilliant man of 
science. This.man was a keen, in- 
telligent thinker, not related in 
any sense to the household of 
faith. During the steamy heat of. 
the mid-day, when ‘it was impos- 
Sible for men to work with any 
comfort whatever, we lolled a- 
round in the shade of the semi- 
‘tropcial verdure and took what 
ease the weather would permit. In 
those times of friendly converse 

. ‘we discussed almost everything in 
which we had mutual interest. One 
‘day the conversation turned upon 
the Bible. In some curiosity, the 
writer said to his fellow archae- 
ologist, “How is it that a man 
ef your mental attainments has 
never become a Christian?”

after long years of study and 
thought, I do receive the Bible as 
the inspired Word of God. Why 
do you not receive it that way?” 

“Because I cannot accept any 
of the Bible wnless I take it all!” 

“Check again. What part of the 
Bible do you not receive? I be- 
lieve it all.” 


“Well, for one thing, I cannot 
believe that old fish story about 
Jonah and the whale.” 


We looked at him in surprise for 
a moment, and then said, “Is it 
possible that a man who knows as 
much about marine biology as you 
know, does not appreciate how 
credible and probable that entire 
account may be?” 


The man sat up as though. he 
had been stabbed with a thorn. 
Gripping our arm with some in- 
tensity, he said, “Now, listen! I 
do not say to you, ‘Prove that that 
thing happened.’ I know that that 
would be practically impossible. It 
is also unnecessary. But I do say 
to you that if you can prove that 
it is reasonably and scientifically 
probable, that’s all I will ask. For 
if you demonstrate to me that this 
thing could have happened, I will 
accept the story as truth, on the 
basis that it is in the Bible.” 


That is clear thinking. This is 
also the limit of the mental co- 
operation we ask of those who 
read these pages. Of course, we 
cannot demonstrate on _present- 
day testimony that the experience 
of Jonah was exactly as it was 
written in his book. We were not 
there. However, we can show from 
the records of science that it is 
highly probable, and that the thing 
could have happened exactly as 
Jonah recounted his experience. 
For when we bring to light the 
evidence of modern scientific re- 
search upon the record of Jonah, 
that record is shown as being 
reasonable in the light of present 
evidence. 


Many Sea Monsters Could 
Have Swallewed a 
Man Alive 


The only objection of the infidel 
that we have ever read is that 
there is no whale that has a throat 
large enough to swallow a man. 
It is sometimes difficult to under- 
stand ‘how the whale crept into 
this story. The Scripture in the 
original languages nowhere says 
that Jonah’s host was a whale. 
In the book of Jonah in the He- 
brew language, the word there 
translated ‘fish’ is the Hebrew 
word “dag.” This word appears in 
the Old Testament nineteen times, 
and is translated on each occasion 
“fish.” We know, of course, that 
the whale is not a fish, so if the 
Scripture in the Hebrew text says 
that a fish swallowed Jonah, the 
whale is ruled out at once. The 
whale is a mammal. It follows 
the order of viviparous birth. It 
suckles its young and is a warm- 
blooded animal. It would be 
scientifically incorrect to speak of 
the whale as a fish. 


In the King James version of 
the New Testament there is an in- 
correct translation that makes 
this fish appear as a whale. Jesus 
did not say that Jonah was three 
days and three nights in the 
whale’s belly. The translators, in 
dealing with this passage in the 
original Greek, used the word 
“whale” because it was the only 
sea creature they knew that was 
big enough to suit them. The word, 
however, is “ketos”—and simply 
means a monster of the deep. The 
Hebrew word for whale is “tan- 
nin.” The Old Testament Scripture 
says that Jonah was swallowed by 
a great “dag.” The New Testa- 
ment says that he was picked up 
by a “ketos,” and nowhere does 
the original writing say that this 
was a whale. 


The Old and New Testament] 


both agree, however, that a fish 
er a monster of the deep received 
Jonah into its capacious maw, 
where he resided for three days 
and three nights. But let us sup- 


pose that the creature of the deep |. 


was in very fact a whale. It would 
still be reasonable and scientifical- 


ly demonstrated that a wumnale 


could have swallowed Jonah! 
The whales constitute the genus 
cetacea, This genus is divided into 


two general groups, the first of 
which is composed of all the 


whales that are knewn as denti- 
eete, These are the whales, as 


we 


their name suggests, that are 
armed with teeth. Most of this 
variety do not have teeth on both 
jaws, but they have several strong, 
well-defined teeth in their lower 
jaw which fit into sockets in the 
upper jaw. They use these teeth 
for tearing loose food and crushing 
squids and preparing them for the 
first steps of digestion. The sperm 
whale, for instance, which is a 
monster that often reaches a 
length of sixty and sixty-five feet, 
has forty-four teeth in the lower 
jaw, but has only the sockets in 
the upper jaw. This whale has an 
extremely small throat. He chews 
his food and crushes it. It is evi- 
dent at once that this whale could 
not have swallowed Jonah, because 
of his custom of chewing, and the 
restricted area of the esophagus. 
Presumably this type of whale, 
which has been the chief object of 
commercial pursuit, gave rise to 
the current belief that NO whale 
could have swallowed Jonah. 


There is another whale of this 
same type, the denticete, known 
as the ‘‘bottle-nosed” or “beaked”’ 
whale. Its scientific name is tip- 
hiide. This is a small whale, not 
over thirty feet long. Although 
this whale is only half the size of 
the sperm whale, it has a throat 
big enough to swallow a man. 
However, we exclude this whale 
from being Jonah’s host, because’ 
it also is armed with teeth and 
chews its food. 


We do not desire to make this 
study technical, and so we will 
pass on to say that the other type 
of whale is known as the mysticete. 
This group is composed of the 
whales that have no teeth. In 
place of teeth they are equipped 
with whalebone plates, called 
balaena. These plates form the 
sieve through which the food of 
the whale is strained. These plates 


vary from eighteen -.-inches in 
length to twelve feet in some 
cases. One particular whale of the 
order mysticete has plates that 
are eighteen inches in width at the 
juncture with the jaw. They taper 
down to about the width of the 
hand and become finally attenuat- 
ed, something after the order of 
the straws in a whisk broom. The 
ends of the tpper and lower 
balaena join in the center of the 
mouth, forming a sieve through 
which the food is strained, as 
stated above. 


This group of whales has a 
curious habit of feeding. They 
open their mouths, submerge their 
lower jaws, and rush through the 
water at a terrific speed. When 
one of them thus feeding has filled 
his gigantic mouth, he closes his 
jaws and curls back his lips. By 
a muscular pressure of the tongue 
he forces the water out of his 
mouth straining it through his 
balaena, or plates. When the water 
is all excluded, the whale swallows 
whatever is left in his mouth. 
Some of these creatures are armed 
with these plates to the number 
of three hundred on each side. The 
balaena is the source of the whale- 
bone of trade. ‘These whales 
migrate from sea to sea, and since 
all seas connect somewhere, they 
may be found in their migrations 
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and wanderings in strange, out- 
of-the-way places. 

It is in this order of whale that 
the very largest types are found. 
They form a fascinating field of 
study. For instance, there is that 
variety called the megaptera 
medosa, or “humpbacked” whales. 
They are weird looking as they 
pass in the sea, being about fifty 
feet in length, with their head 
forming fully one-third of their 
entire length... They have a low, 
thick dorsal fin which adds to 
their humpbacked ‘appearance. The 
pectoral fins are fifteen feet long, 
and as they speed through the 
water, these pectorals assume the 
appearance of wings. They are

covered with rows of longitudinal 
ridges like a rib tread automobile 
tire. They feed on anything that 
floats on the surface of the sea. 


The largest whale known is the 
Balaenoptera Musculus, commonly 
called the “sulphur bottom,” be- 
longing to the variety called fin- 
back. One of them has. been 
measured that was ninety-five feet 
and six inches in length, while the 
average length would be in the 
neighborhood of seventy-six feet. 
They also are armed with longi- 
tudinal ridges. From sixty to 
ninety protuberant ridges of blub- 
ber line them for their entire 
length. This partciular type of 
whale would have no difficulty 
whatever in accommodating a 
man. As an evidence of the size 
these great animals reach, we 
quote here an expert, Charles Bell 
Emerson, who replies to a query 
by saying: 

“The last account that I have of 
a big haul was that of the Nor- 
wegian. whaler, N. T. Nielson Al- 
onso. She was covered from stem 
to stern with layers of congealed 
grease, and gave off the peculiar 
oder of whale oil that you can 
smell a mile or more; she arrived 
in Sydney, Australia, on February 
29th, from the Ross Sea, as she 
had to have bunker coal before 
proceeding to Larvik, Norway. 

“Unusually favorable conditions 
prevailed all the time during the 
four months cruise, and the ves- 
sel’s tanks were full of whale 
oil to their full capacity. 

“And it is recorded that fifty- 
seven thousand (9/,000) barrels of 
oil were secured on that voyage. 
‘This is valued at about $1,330,000. 

“There is a record of a sulphur- 
bottom whale 95 feet in length and 
having a weight of 147 tons—294,- 
000 pounds. This specimen, cap- 
tured off the west coast of North 
America, is the largest whale of 
which there is authentic record; 
this would mean that this one was 
the largest animal ever known to 
man, up to date. 

“The one that went ashore was 
big enough so that a 75-ton loco- 
motive crane was unable to lift it 
out of the entrance to the Panama 
Canal, so it was towed 12 miles 
out to sea,-and Navy aeroplanes 
dropped two 160-pound bombs and 
blew it to pieces.” 

The whale’s stomach is com- 
plex, having from four to six 
chambers or compartments, in any 
one of which a small colony of 
men could be readily accom- 
modated. 

We have records that show the 
whale has proved itself host to 
various living creatures. The whale 
is an air-breathing mammal and 
cannot live without oxygen. This 
oxygen it has to get somewhere 
above the water. As the whale has 
no gills, it can only submerge as 
long as its air supply will allow. 
So all whales have in their heads 
a wonderful air storage chamber. 
The chamber is an’ enlargement 
of the nasal sinus, and in a very 
large whale, this strange tank, or 
compartment, would measure four- 
teen feet long by seven feet high, 
and seven feet wide. 

Dr. Ransome Harvey: recounts 
that a friend of his, weighing two 
hundred pounds, climbed from the 
mouth of a dead whale into this 
chamber. If the whale takes into 
its mouth any object too big to 
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card to 


swallow, it thrusts it up into this 
air chamber. If it finds that it has 
a large object in its head, it swims 
to the nearest land, lies in shallow 
water, and ejects it. 

Recently in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer was an article quoting 
Dr. Ransome Harvey, who says 
that a dog was lost overboard 
from a whaler. It was found in 
the head of the whale six days 
later ‘alive, ‘and none the worse for 
its unnatural journey. This quota- 
tion from the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer was recently copied by the 
Sunday School Times and caused 
a great deal of comment, 

At any rate it may easily be 
seen that a man would have no 
difficulty remaining alive for three 
days and three nights in an air 
chamber as extensive as this, con- 
taining 686 cubic feet of space. 


But let us not forget our orig- 
inal proposition that it may not 
have been and probably was not 
a whale. There are sharks that 
swim the sea that would come 
under the restricted meaning of 
the Hebrew word “dag,” for these 
sharks are fish. 


The late Dr. A. C. Dixon stated 
that in a museum at Beirut, there 
is the head of a shark big enough 
to swallow the largest man that 
history records. Dr. Dixon also re- 
counts instances where the white 
shark of the Mediterranean was 
known to have swallowed a whole 
horse. Another one of these mon- 
sters of the deep swallowed a 


reindeer, minus only its horns. In 
another Mediterranean white 
shark upon its capture investi- 


gators found a whole sea cow, a- 


bout the size of an ox. 


There is a ferocious and vorac- 
ious shark called the Somnilosis 
Microcephalous, also known as the 
“sleeper shark.” While it is small, 
seldom getting more than twenty 
feet in length, it is the swiftest 


and most ferocious shark extant. 


It is known to attack the largest 
whale and to bite’ hunks of blub- 
ber from this huge mammal until 
the victim succumbs in death. This 
shark could have swallowed Jonah, 
but the difficulty is that it would 
probably have bitten him into at 
least two sections. 


The Whale Shark: Most 
Likely to Have 
Swallowed 
Jonah 


So we come to the point of this 
entire discussion. Is there any 
creature that swims the deep sea 
whose natural feeding habits and 
whose entire morphology would 
make him a_ logical host for 
Jonah? As far as we know, there 
is only one, but we are happy to 
state that there is one. This is a 
shark which is known as_ the 
Rhinodon Typicus. It is. called 
variously the ‘“bone-shark,” the 
“Indo-Pacific shark,” and_ the 
“whale-shark,” by which latter 
name it is most commonly known. 
Recently off the coast of Florida 
a specimen was captured and 
exhibited about the country and 
finally sent to the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. This was a comparatively 
small specimen, being thirty-six 
feet in length. 

This shark gets its common 
name, the “whale-shark,” from the 
fact that its oral cavity is similar 
to the structure found in the 
whale. Sometimes it reacheg the 
length of fifty feet; and one ac- 
count tells of the largest specimen 
captured, seventy feet in length. 
This shark, having no teeth, feeds 
like the whale, straining its food 
through great plates in its mouth. 
It has a capacious maw and could 


,readily swallow a man. Indeed, we 


have collected many instances 
where this very thing has occur- 
red. Out of these multiplied occa- 
sions we will consider just three. 
The first record comes to us from 
the Hawaiian Islands, in whose 
shark-infested waters the Rhino- 
don is a common visitor. During a 
recent visit to the Islands, we saw 
that a certain soldier from Scho- 
field Barracks, on the Island of 
Oahu, was reported missing with- 
out leave. Thirty days after the 
man disappeared, a party of 
Japanese fishermen set out from 
Hilo to spread their nets, and were 
chagrined to find a Rhinodon bask- 
ing on the surface in the vicinity 
where they desired to spread 
their nets. 


The feeding habits of 


great fish are interesting, but 
fatal to the nets of a fisherman. 
The shark will bask on the surface 
of the sea apparently asleep, un- 
til assailed by hunger. Then utter- 
ly without warning it. will open 
its capacious maw, and with its 
eyes closed will charge at full 
speed through: the water, engulf- 
ing whatever may be floating near 
the surface. 


With a weight of many tons, 
and a velocity that makes that 
weight irresistible, woe to the 
flimsy nets that meet this charg- 
ing monster! So fishermen never 
spread their nets when the Rhino- 
don is in the region. But. the flesh 
of the shark is used for fertilizer 
on some of the plantations, and a 
cent a pound is the reward of the 
men who capture one. 


So the fishermen put back to 
the port, and procured their har- 
poons and a high-powered rifle. 
Quietly approaching the basking 
creature, they succeeded in their 
purpose and captured it without 
much difficulty, and towed the 
body to the beach. There they cut 
it open to examine the contents 
of the stomach, and found therein 
the skeleton of a six-foot male 
human being. After thirty days in 
this weird sepulchre there was 
naught left but the bones of the 
frame, but every bone was wun- 
damaged and undisturbed, thus 
evidencing the fact. that the man 
had been swallowed whole.. In- 
deed, as this shark has_ the 
balaena common to the whales, in 
place of the teeth usual to the 
sharks, it cannot bite or chew, and 
must swallow whatever it takes 
into its mouth in one entire piece. 


The sad remains of what once 
had been a man were identified 
as the missing soldier, and the 
mystery of his case was. thus) 
cleared up to the satisfaction of 
the authorities. After thirty days 
there was no possible chance that 
a man in such condition could sur- 
vive; this is merely recorded here 
to estabish the fact that the 
Rhinodon Typicus does on occasion 
swallow human beings without 
harm to them in the process. 


That such experiences are more 
common than is generally believed, 
may be seen from the clipping 
taken from the current press. We 
reproduce the news item in its 
entirety, having taken pains +o 
prove the accuracy of the report. 


“FISHERMEN FIND BODY OF MISSING 
MERCHANT INSIDE GIANT SHARK 


“Honolulu, T. H., Sept. 2—(By 
United Press) 


—‘‘Mystery surrounding the disap- 
pearance several days ago of 
Sadao Nakatus, Honolulu merch- 
ant, was cleared up Wednesday 
when fishermen found his body 
inside a huge shark which they 
caught off Barber’s point. 

“Identification of the body was 
through dental work. 


‘“‘Nakatus and another merchant, 
Minoru Kanagawa, set out last 
Sunday in a skiff on a fishing 
expedition. When they failed to 
return, the destroyer Gamble and 
the mine-sweeper Tanager VI be- 
gan a search for them. Airplanes 
also joined in the search. The 
merchant’s overturned skiff was 
found thirty miles off the point, 
but no trace of either man was 
found. 

“Three fishermen caught two 
sharks in the vicinity of the point 
Wednesday, brought them ashore, 
cut them open, and inside of one 
they found the body of Nakatus. 

“Two naval aviators who joined 
the search risked their lives in the 
shark-infested waters when a 
plane made a forced landing sixty 
miles from Honolulu. 

“The plane, piloted by Lieuten- 
ant W. L. Rees, rode the seas un- 
til the destroyer arrived to take 
it in tow.” 


The tragic conclusion of this 
episode is explained by the 
phrase, “several days ago.’ The 
question that must be settled in 
the light of this present inquiry 
is, “What would become of a man 
who was in this dangerous pre- 
dicament for just three days and 
nights?” Once more we have a 
recent event that will shed some 
light on the problem. 

A Known Case of a Man Two 
Days and Nights In a Whale 
Shark Who Lived 


Some time ago, a magazine de- 
voted to current events contained 


who was swallowed by a gigantic 
Rhinodon in the English Chan- 
nel. Briefly, the account stated

of these monstrous sharks this 
sailor fell overboard, and before 
he could be picked up again, the 
shark, feeding, turned and en- 
guifed him. His horrified friends 
made so much outcry that they 
frightened the fish, and it sounded 
and disappeared. 

The entire trawler fleet put out 
to hunt the fish down, and forty- 
eight hours after the accident oc- 
curred, the fish was- sighted and 
slain with a one-pound deck gun. 
The winches on the trawlers were 
too light to haul up the body of 
the mighty denizen of the deep, 
so they towed the carcass to the 
shore and opened it, to give the 
body of their friend Christian bur- 
ial. But when the shark was 
opened, they were amazed to find 
the man unconscious but alive! He 
was rushed to the hospital, where 
he was found to be suffering from 
shock alone, and a few hours later 
was discharged as being physically 
fit. The account concluded by say- 
ing that the man was on exhibit 
in a London Museum at a shilling 
admittance fee, being advertised 
as “The Jonah of the Twentieth 
Century.” 

We corresponded with our rep- 
resentatives in London, and shortly 
afterward received corroboration 
of this incident, and last year had 
the privilege of meeting this man 
in person. His physical appearance 
was odd, in that his entire .body 
was devoid of hair, and odd 


patches of a yellowish-brown color 
covered his entire skin. 

For two days and nights he lived 
in a monster of the deep. And this — 
without any special providential— 
care expressly stated, or even im- 
plied. Does it seem reasonable to 
concede that if a man in the or-_ 
dinary course of nature can exist 
for two days and nights inside a 
marine monster, a prophet of God 
under His direct care and pro- 
tection could stand the experience » 
a day and a night longer? 

The summary of the matter is 
this: There are creatures which 
swim the seas which could in the 
very course of their nature be 
hosts to a man like Jonah. 

The heart of the matter, how- 
ever, is this statement from the 
Book, that God thhad prepared a 
fish. It is impossible to state 
whether God prepared this fish in 
the natural order of generation 
and birth or whether this was a 
special creature. 

So the purpose of this demon- 
stration is to show that the ac- 
count is reasonable. It could have 
happened. As the intelligent think-* 
er suggested, if it could have hap- 
pened, and the Scripture says it 
did happen, upon the authority 
of Jesus Christ and the weight of 
attested reason, let us acknow- 
ledge the truth of this account.
